The County Board of Education would find 
the cost to be excessive if high school fa- 
cilities were provided for an enriched pro- 
gram in this area, The school officials con- 
cerned should cooperate in the effort to 
provide desirable and equal educational op- 
portunities for the high school pupils at a 
center in a logical attendance area. It is the 
judgment of the Survey Staff members 
that Elba is the logical center to serve the 
high school attendance area in question. 

A comparison has been made of the 
Goodman enrollment figures also. When 
the school facilities survey was made, this 
school had on roll 198 elementary pupils 
and 72 junior high school pupils. At present 
there are on roll 182 elementary pupils and 
58 junior high school pupils. The downward 
trend indicates that the recommendation 
that Goodman be operated as an elementary 
school only and that junior high and sen- 
ior high school pupils attend school else- 
where appears to be defensible. A change 
from the previous recommendations is not 
justified. 

In view of the above statements, it is 
recommended that the school facilities sur- 
vey report based on 1951-52 enrollments be 
used as a guide toward solving existing 
problems. Any sdjustments made should be 
in the interest of the boys and girls to be 
served. It is hoped that the comments and 
Suggestions made above will be of some 
benefit to you on reaching your decision,
